SUMMARY OF BILL: Authorizes possession of a firearm by an
individual in a building where liquor, wine, beer or other alcoholic beverages is
served, if the person is not consuming such beverages and the owner of the
building has not posted a sign prohibiting weapons.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

Decrease Local Govt. Expenditures — Not Significant
Decrease Local Govt. Revenues — Not Significant

Assumptions:
e Currently, possession of a firearm is a Class A misdemeanor.
e There will not be a sufficient decrease in the number of

prosecutions for local governments to experience any
significant decrease in expenditures or revenues.
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
